DAILY  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  TWELFTH  SESSION. 
FIRST  DAY  =  MONDAY  SEPTEMBER  loth,  1928. 

Opening. — The  Rhodesia  Mission  Conference  assembled  for  its  twelfth 
Session  at  10  a.m.,  Monday,  September  10th,  1928,  in  the,  Church  at  Old 
Umtali,  Bishop  E.  S.Johnson,  D.D..,  presiding. 

Devotions— Hymn  56  "  AND  AKE  WE  YET  ALIVE"  was  sung.  The 
Bishop  administered  the     Sacrament  of  the  Lord'  s  Supper  to  all  present. 
The  Native   Choir  sang   the   Hallelujah    Chorus,    after   which   the  Bishop 
delivered  an  inspiring  address.    Recess  of  30  minutes  was  then  taken. 
Conference  re-assembled  at  11.30.

Resolutions — On  motion  of  H.  E.  Taylor  the  following  resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

This  Conference  most  earnestly  commends  the  prophet-like  utterances 
of  our  Advocates  in  the  United  States,  on  the  crisis  which  confronts  the 
Country  in  the  forth-coming  General  Election.  With  practical  unanimity, 
and  some  of  them  with  great  boldness  and  plainness  of  speech,  they  are 
reminding  the  Church  of  its  oft-repeated  protestation  against  the  Liquor 
Traffic,  of  its  consistent  advocacy  of  Prohibition  leadiiig  up  to  the  ado- 
ption of  the  18th  amendement  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States 
of  its  constant  demand  for  the  enforcement  of  that  amendment,  and  of  its 
present  duty  to  see  that  this  out-lawed  curse  shall  not,  by  any  process  of 
nullification,  be  permitted  to  again  blight  our  land.  We  congratulate  the 
Country  upon  those  outstanding  Christian  Democrats,  especially  in  the 
South,  who  have  put  themselves  on  record  as  determined  to  use  every 
means  to  secure  the  defeat  of  the  Candidate  at  the  head  of  their  party, 
because  of  his  pronounced  wet  past,  and  of  his  expressed  purpose  to  modi- 
fy such  Laws  as  have  been  made  for  the  enforcement  of  the  amendment. 
Ten  thousand  miles  from  Home  we  cannot  vote,  but  we  appeal  to  our 
Fellow  Citizens  of  whatever  Party  to  use  their  sacred  privilege,  so  that 
the  Candidate  as  the  representative  of  nullification  )nay  be  over- 
whelmingly defeated. 

On  motion  of  H.  I.  James,  the  following  resolution  was  passed: 
We  express  great  pleasure  in  the  word  of  our  Bishop  that  Dr.  J.R. 
Edwards  proposes  visiting  our  Mission  Field.  Both  the  Church  and  the 
Mission  Field  have  everything  to  gain  and  nothing  to  lose  by  intimate  and 
local  study  of  our  work  by  the  Senior  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions.     We  hope  that  nothing    will    arise   to    interfere    with   his  plan. 

The  Bishop  announced  the  receipt  of  £20  from  the  Board  of  Pensions 
and  Relief.  * 

After  announcements  and  suitable  closing  exercises,  the  Conference 
adjourned  at  12.  30. 
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Second  Day.— Tuesday  September  nth,  193S. 

Opening.— Conference  was  called  to  order  at  9  a.  m.  by  Bishop 
Johnson.  Hymn  "Do  not  pass  me  by  "  was  sung  in  Chimanyika,  after  which 
Clifford  Faku  and  Zachariah  Mukombiwa  led  in  Prayer.  The  Bishop  read 
for  the  Scripture  Lesson  Galatians  2  :  16  and  addressed  the  Conference, 
after  which  Dr.  Greeley  led  in  Prayer.  Hymn  No.  183  was  then  sung 
"Come  Holy  Spirit  Heavenly  Dove." 

Minutes. — The  minutes  of  the  Session  of  the  previous  day  were  read 
and  approved. 

On  motion  the  Secretary  was  elected  to  edit  and  publish  the  Confere- 
nce Minutes,  and  the  printed  record  of  these  Minutes  was  made  the 
Official  record  of  this  Conference. 

Board  of  Stewards. — On  motion  H.  I.  James,  Titus  Marange,  and 
Paul  Chiwanga  were  elected  Members  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Stewards, 
to  take  the  place  of  the  three  whose  term  expires  at  this  Conference. 

Questions: — The  following  Questions  were  asked  and  answered  in  the 
negative  :-  1,  2,  3,  4.  16,  17,  18,  19,  20,  21,  22,  23,  24,  30. 

Question  twenty  six  was  asked:    "  Who  are  the  Triers  of  Appeals?" 
On  motion,  the  following   were  elected:  J.   R.    Gates.  T.  A.  O'Farrell, 
H.  I.  James,  M.  J.  Murphree,  Wilfred  Bourgaize. 

Question  five  was  asked:  "Who  have  been  received  on  trial?" 
The  names  of  John  Nduna,  Amos  Kapenzi,  and  Moses  Mparutsa  were 
presented. 

The  Board  of  Examiners  stated  that  they  had  satisfactorily  passed 
the  studies  leading  to  admission  on  trial.  The  Committee  on  Conference 
Relations  reported  that  the  necessary  statements  had  been  signed,  and 
recommended  that  they  be  received  on  trial.  On  motion  of  their  District 
Superintendents  they  were  severally  received  and  placed  in  the  Studies  of 
the  First  Year. 

Question  six  was  asked  :     "  Who  have  been  continued  on  trial?  " 

(a;  In  studies  of  First  Year     None. 

(b)  In  studies  of  second  Year.  The  name  of  Philip  Chieza  and  Samuel 
Chieza  were  called  and  their  characters  passed.  The  Board  of  Examiners 
reported  that  they  had  satisfactorily  completed  the  studies  of  the  First 
year,  with  the  exception  of  one  subject  each.  On  motion  of  their  District 
Superintendents  they  were  continued  on  trial,  and  advanced  to  the  studies 
of  the  Second  Year,  both  being  conditioned  in  the  one  subject. 

After  the  singing  of  one  verse  of  "I  will  not  Forget  Thee",  the 
Conference  went  into  recess. 

The  Conference  resumed  at  11  o'clock.  Hymn  No.  16,  "  Let  the  Lower 
Lights  be  Burning  "  was  sung,  after  which  the  Native  Male  Quartette  sang 
"  Steal  away  to  Jesus  ". 

Greetings  On  motion  of  G.  A.  Roberts  the  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  send  the  loving  Greetings  of  the  Conference  to  Bishop  Hartzell. 

Question  eight  was  asked:  "Who  have  been  admitted  into  Full,- 
Membership?"     The  names  Josiah  Chimbr.dzwa  and  Zachariah  Mukombiwa 
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worn  called,  thoir  characters  passed,  and  they  made  verbal  reports  on 
their  work.  The  Board  of  Examiners  reported  that  they  had  satisfactorily 
completed  the  studies  of  the  Second  Year.  The  Committee  on  Con- 
ference Relations  reported  tliat  the  necessary  statements  had  been  signed, 
and  recommended  that  they  be  admitted  into  full  Membership.  On 
motion  of  their  District  Superintendent,  they  were  admitted  into  full 
Membership,  elected  to  Deacon's  Orders,  and  advanced  to  the  Studies  of 
the  Third  Year. 

The  name  of  Ngazana  Sadomba  was  called,  his  character  passed,  and 
he  presented  his  report.  The  Board  af  Examiners  reported  that  nothing 
had  been  done  in  the  course  of  study.  The  Committee  on  Conference 
Relations  reported  that  because  of  his  age  and  lack  of  educational  qualifi- 
cations, he  was  unable  to  do  the  required  studies,  and  recommended  that 
he  be  discontinued.  On  motion  of  his  District  Superintendent,  who  spoke 
very  highly  of  his  character  and  work,  he  was  discontinued. 

The  name  of  Rush  F.  Wagner  was  called,  his  character  passed,  and  on 
motion  of  T.  A.  O'Farrell  he  was  continued  on  trial  in  the  Studies  of  the 
Second  Year. 

Question  ten  was  asked :  "  What  Members  are  in  Studies  of 
Fourth  Year?".  The  names  Benjamin  Katsidzira,  David  Mandisodza, 
Isaiah  Darikwa,  Thomas  Marange,  and  Titus  Marange  were  called,  their 
characters  passed,  and  they  gave  verbal  reports  of  their  work.  The  Board 
of  Examiners  reported  that  they  had  satisfactorily  passed  all  the  studies 
but  one  of  the  Third  Year,  and  had  read  the  books  in  the  Reading  Course. 
On  motion  of  their  District  Superintendents,  they  were  advanced  to  the 
studies  of  the  Fourth  Year,  conditioned  in  the  one  subject  uncompleted. 

The  name  of  Isaiah  Munjoma  was  called,  his  character  passed,  and  he 
gave  a  verbal  report  of  his  work.  The  Board  of  Examiners  reported  that  he 
had  completed  only  two  subjects  in  the  course,  and  on  recoTnmendation  of 
his  District  Superintendent,  he  was  continued  in  the  studies  of  the  Third 
Year. 

The  name  of  H.  Erne  Taylor  was  called,  his  character  passed,  and  he 
presented  his  report. 

Rev.  John  Marsh  from  the  American  Board  Mission  at  Mount  Silinda 
was  introduced  to  the  Conference. 

The  Conference  adjourned,  and  Rev.  John  Marsh  pronounced  the 
Benediction. 

Third  Day — Wednesday  September  12th,  1928. 

Opening.  -The  Bishop  opened  the  Wednesday  morning  Session  of 
Conference  at  9  o'clock,  and  announced  Hymn  28  in  the  Chimanyika 
Hymnal.  The  Bishop  led  in  the  Apostles'  Creed,  after  which  the  Native 
Choir  sang  the  anthem  "GLORIA"  by  Mozart.  The  Bishop  then  address- 
ed the  Conference  upon  the  subje.-t  of  Preparation  for  Christian  Service, 
emphasising  the  importance  of  spiritual  preparation.  Dr.  Greeley, 
Benjamin  Katsidzira,  Samuel  Cniezi,and  J.  R.  Gates  led  the  Conference 
in  a  season  of  Prayer.  The  Old  Umtali  Choir  then  sang  The  Hallelujah 
Chorus. 

Introduction  The  Rev.  F.  Meacham  and  Mrs.  Meacham,  of  the 
American  Board  Mission  at  Chikore  were  introduced  to  the  Conference. 

Minutes.  The  Minutes  of  the  session  of  the  previous  day  were  read 
»nd  approved. 

Question  ten  was  resumed.— "What  Members  are  in  studies  of 
Tourtlj  Year  ?." 
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The  nani8  of  H.  Erne  Taylor  was  callod,  and  the  Board  of  Examiners 
reported  that  he  had  satisfactorily  passed  all  the  studies  ot  the  Third  year 
except  two.  On  motion  of  his  District  Superintendent,  he  was  advanced 
to  the  studies  of  the  Fourth  year  conditioned  in  the  booljs  uncompleted. 

The  name  of  Reginald  Ngonyama  was  called,  his  character  passed,  and 
he  read  his  report.  The  Board  of  Examiners  reported  that  he  had  com- 
pleted the  studies  of  the  Third  year,  and  on  motion  of  his  District  Super- 
intendent, he  was  advanced  to  the  studies  of  the  Fourth  Year. 

Question  eleven  was  asked  :  "  What  Members  have  completed 
the  Conference  Course  of  Study  ?  "  The  name  of  Clifford  FaJiu  was  called, 
his  character  passed,  a  id  he  gave  a  verbal  report  of  his  work  for  the  year. 
The  Board  of  Examiners  reported  that  he  had  done  nothing  in  the  studies 
of  the  Fourth  year,  but  that  he  had  completed  the  studies  in  which  he  was 
conditioned  in  the  Third  Year.  On  motion  of  his  District  Superintendent 
he  was  continued  in  the  studies  of  the  Fourth  Year. 

The  name  of  F.  G.  Mauger  was  called,  and  his  character  passed.  Tho 
Board  of  Examiners  reported  that  he  had  completed  the  studies  of  the 
Fourth  Year.  On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Conference  Rela- 
tions, and  on  motion  of  his  District  Superintendent,  he  was  graduated 
from  the  Course. 

The  name  of  G.  A.  Roberts  was  called,  and  his  character  passed.  The 
Board  of  Examiners  reported  that  he  had  completed  the  studies  of  the 
Fourth  Year,  On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Conference 
Relations,  and  on  motion  of  his  District  Superintendent,  he  was  graduated 
from  the  Course. 

Question  twelve  was  asked  :  "  What  others  have  been  elected  and 
ordained  Deacons  ?".  Revd.  J.  R.  Gates  presented  the  name  of  Joseph 
Nyamurowa  who  had  been  recommended  by  the  Mutambara  Quarterly 
Conference  and  by  the  Umtali  District  Conference  for  Deacon's  Orders  as 
a  Local  Preacher.  On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Conference 
Relations,  and  on  motion  of  his  District  Superintendent,  Joseph  Nyamuro- 
wa was  elected  to  Deacon's  Orders  as  Local  Preacher. 

Question  thirteen  was  asked  :  "  What  others  have  been  elected 
and  ordained  Elders  ?".     It  was  answered  "  None  ". 

Question  fourteen  was  asked:  "Who  have  been  left  without  ap- 
pointment to  attend  one  of  our  schools  ?  On  motion  of  T.  A.  O'Farrell  the 
Conference  requested  the  Bishop  to  leave  Titus  Marange  without  appoint- 
ment after  the  1st  January,  in  order  that  he  may  attend  school  at  Old 
Umtali. 

Question  sixteen  was  asked  t  "  Who  have  been  transferred  and  to 
what  Conferences?",  and  answered  "  None  ". 

Question  twenty  five  was  asked  :  "  Who  are  the  Supernumerary 
Ministers,  and  for  what  number  of  years  consecutively  has  each  held  this 
relation  V. 

The  Conference  then  went  into  recess. 

^fter  recess  Hymn  39  io  the  Cbimanyika  Hymnal  was  sun^. 
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Question  twenty  five  was  resumed  :  "  Who  are  the  Supernumera- 
ry Ministers,  and  for  what  number  of  years  consecutively  has  each  held 
this  relation  V"  On  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Conference 
Relations,  and  on  motion  the  Conference  voted  to  continue  Rush  F. 
Wagner  in  the  Supernumerary  Relation. 

Question  fifteen  was  asked  :  "  Was  the  character  of  each  Pre- 
acher examined?".  The  name  of  J.  R.  Gates  was  called,  his  character 
passed,  and  he  presented  his  Report. 

During  the  reading  of  the  Report  by  J.  R.  Gates,  a  number  of  the  Old 
Umtali  Pioneer  Settlers  arrived  to  pay  the  Conference  a  visit. 

On  motion  the  time  of  Conference  was  extended.  The  Old  Umtali 
Church  Choir  sang  "  GLORIA "  by  Mozart,  after  which  the  Bishop 
graciously  welcomed  the  visitors  in  a  brief  address.  The  Old  Umtali 
Church  Choir  then  rendered  The  Hallelujah  Chorus. 

On  behalf  of  the  Pioneers  Mr.  Howatt  thanked  the  Bishop  for  his  words 
of  welcome,  and  mentioned  that  there  were  present  Mr.  Maritz  a  resident 
of  Rhodesia  since  1888  and  Mrs.  Tulloch,  the  first  white  woman  1o  come  to 
this  part  of  Rhodesia.

REPORT  OF  H.  I  JAMES 


Sjipcrinfendent  of  Mreini   Diatrict. 

BISHOP  JOHNSON  &  BRET  HERN  &  FELLOW  WORKERS 

It  is  just  Over  eleven  months  since  returnins  to  the  field  from 
furlough.  I  immediately  got  into  harness  and  plunged  into  work  of  which 
there  was  plenty  to  be  done.  I  want  to  thank  Mr.  O'  Farrell  for  caring 
for  my  work  from  the  previous  Conference  in  Jm.c  until  I  arrived  in 
September. 

In  spite  of  coming  back  fresh  from  furlough,  I  think  I  have  never  had 
so  strenuous  a  year  as  this  past  year.  To  have  to  take  charge  of  the 
teaching  of  a  1st.  class  School,  charge  of  a  central  Station  and  the  super- 
intendence of  thirty  schools  with  the  new  demands  of  the  Education 
Department  is  an  impossibility  for  one  person. 

The  work  at  our  Mrewa  Mission  Centre  is  a  unit  indispensible  to  the 
well  being  of  the  work  of  the  whole  district.  The  Mission  is  situated 
pleasantly.  All  the  Mrcwa  Residents  say  we  have  the  best  site  of  the 
neighbourhood.  It  is  geographically  ideal.  Here  all  roads  do  not  lead  to 
Rome,  but  most  roads  radiate  upon  Mrewa,  which  is  the  government  centre 
for  the  district.  Thus  streams  of  people  are  brought  into  touch  with  the 
Mission  as  they  pass  and  repass  on  their  various  business,  and  they  £,hould 
be  impressed  and  infiuGnced  by  such  contacts.  The  area  uf  the  mission  is 
not  large,  but  it  is  large  snough  for  all  needs  and  will  hflp  us,  perhaps, 
to  develop  along  intensive  rather  than  extensive  lines,  which  would  seem 
especially  valuable  in  che  training  of  the  native  people.  The  soil  here  is 
not  of  the  very  best,  but  perhaps  again  this  is  providential,  as  it  is  about 
the  same  kind  that  most  of  our  people  will  have  to  ufin  in  their  reserves, 
and  we  can  therefore  better  demonstrate  to  them  how  to  treat  their 
land  to  get  the  best  results.  Our  aim  in  this  part  of  the  work  is  training 
and  not  merely  for  the  raising  of  crops.  At  present  we  have  about  r)0  acres 
under  cultivation.     This  is  almost  our  limit,  but  enough. 

The  work  in  the  school  has  been  carried  on  always  with  the  hoije  of 
Miss  MuUikin's  speedy  return.  This  has  been  esjiccially  hard  because  of 
the  lack  of  suitable  native  helpers.  Through  a  moral  lapse,  Paul,  one  of 
the  teachers, had  to  be  removed,  and  through  complications  another  teacher 
went  with  him.  So  far  we  have  not  been  able  to  replace  them.  Yet  with 
it  all  the  report  of  the  Government  school  inspector  is  not  at  all  dis- 
couraging. 

Special  features  of  the  work  liere  this  yi.'ar  include  s(i))ervised 
gardening.  Over  a  hundred  plots  have  been  laid  out,  and  under 
instruction  veige,tables_  are  bt>ing  grown.  These  are  looking  fine  just 
n'pw.     In  my  ab'sence  the  sc^bol  inspector  recently  called  amd  Mft  a  note 


asking  if  I  would  not  take  a  photograph  of  the  gardens  and  send  one  to 
him  in  Salisbury.  A  greatly  needed  well  was  also  dug.  Several  had  been 
attempted  before.  This  time,  perhaps  through  impatience,  before  we  had 
gone  nearly  so  deep  as  at  other  times,  the  water  gushed  forth  and  filled  to 
within  six  feet  of  the  top.  Now  the  dry  season  is  here  we  see  that  we  need 
to  go  a  little  deeper  though  for  eight  months  it  supplied  well  over  a 
hundred  people  for  all  purposes  aa  well  as  stock  and  gardens. 

A  new  site  for  the  married  students'  location  has  been  chosen  and 
cleared.  All  the  houses  in  the  present  location  are  in  a  very  poor  state 
and  most  urgently  call  for  rebuilding.  We  are  hoping  that  a  way  may 
be  found  to  put  up  permanent  brick  buildings  and  lay  out  the  site  as  a 
model  village. 

One  of  the  most  hopeful  signs  of  the  year  has  been  the  seeking  af- 
ter the  higher  life  by  some  of  the  students.  Wo  have  long  felt  it  a  burden 
that  the  thought  of  so  many  was  for  education  alone,  but  on  several  oc- 
casions individual  students  have  come  to  me  for  help,  seeking  the  new 
life.  Personal  work  has  also  been  done  I  know  by  my  valuable  co-worker, 
Samuel  Chieza.  Two  weeks  ago  we  were  led  spontaneously,  or  shall 
we  not  rather  say  by  the  Spirit  of  Gcd,  to  have  special  services.  These  con- 
tinued every  evening  until  we  came  to  Conference,  and  many  have  sought, 
and  I  believe  found  their  way,  into  the  Kingdom. 

It  must  bo  rcracmbcrrd  that  though  we  have  no  W.  F.  M.  S.  workers 
and  no  nurse  at  Mrewa  the  work  never-thc-less  has  to  be  done,  At 
present  there  are  fifty  girls  in  the  boarding  department.  Three  girls  walked 
about  sixty  miles  last  week  to  get  to  school,  and  they  were  cases 
worthy  of  caring  for  and  training.  The  work  of  caring  for  the  girls'  de- 
partment is  being  carried  on  under  great  difficulties,  hoping  for  the  speedy 
retiurn  of  Miss  MuUikin, 

The  dispensary  work  calls  for  much  care  and  attention.  Mrs.  James 
has  been  caring  for  this  work.  There  are  about  300  calls  for  aid  and 
treatments  each  month.  We  are  not  presuming  to  delve  into  research 
work  in  disease,  but  accidenfcly  a  new  seat  of  trouble  was  found  the 
other  day.  Mrs.  JameG  had  with  the  usual  patience  tried  to  find  out  just 
what  was  the  trouble  with  a  patient.  After  failing  with  many  questions 
she  asked  "But  just  WHERE  are  you  sick?"  The  patient,  evidently 
thinking  of  the  geography  of  earth  instead  of  the  anatomy,  answered 
naively,    ''In    my  bouse,'' 

Work  has  been  carried  on  for  the  wives  of  the  married  students. 
Besides  their  regular  Bible  training  each  school  day,  Mrs  Jamas  has  had 
classes  in  sewing,  knitting,  hygiene  and  child  welfare. 

The  work  in  our  Circuits  continues  to  be  of  major  importance.  Through 
the  new  stress  and  impetus  given  in  education  there  is  no  doubt  whatever 
but  that  our  third  class  schools  have  improved  wonderfully.  The  combined 
meeting  of  the  teachers  this  year  of  the  three  northern  districts  for 
the  short  term  school  was  a  great  success.  Results  of  this  is  already 
noticeable  in  the  work  of  many  of  our  teachers;  I  wish  to  thank  the  other 
missionaries,  including  those  of  the  W.  F.  M.  S.  at  Nyadiri,  who,  by  their 
co-operation,  made  such   a   splendid  and  helpful  course  possible. 

I  am  not  at  all  satisfied,  however,  with  the  spiritual  condition  of  our 
work.  I  think  never  have  I  had  such  a  depressing  year.  The  influences 
for  evil  seem  to  be  showing  in  new  form  and  taking  great  toll  of  the  Church. 
Civilisation  has  not  brought  only  the  good.    A  chief  came  to  me  rw^ently 
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and  said  that  he  thought  it  would  be  better  if  we  would  take  our  church 
away  from  hi.s  village.  It  seems  that  he  had  been  comparing  the  past  with 
the  present,  and  in  his  eyes  the  pa'»t  showed  up  more  favorably  than  the 
present.  Certainly  he  was  right  in  seeing  the  e^'ils  that  have  come  in 
with  civilization.  Certainly  he  was  right  in  seeing  that  his  young  people 
were  losing  their  old  restraints  and  going  headlong  with  the  new  freedom 
into  those  evils.  I  sympathised  with  him  but  pointed  out  that  the 
Church  in  his  village  was  not  the  cause.  The  going  away  of  the 
young  people  to  the  compounds  on  many  farms  and  in  towns  bring  them 
suddenly  into  contact  with  forms  of  temptation  and  vice  such  as  they 
would  not  have  in  their  villages.  Many  of  them  had  no  contact  with  the 
Church  and  some  who  had,  but  were  not  firmly  grounded,  went  down  and 
were  drawn  into  sinful  life.  These  returning  home  place  their  stamp  upon 
the  moral  and  social  conditions  of  their  village.  As  never  before  the 
Church  of  Christ  is  needed  in  the  village  life  of  the  people,  and  we  must  at 
all  costs  seek  to  meet  these  conditions,  so  that  the  people  he  brought  into 
real  knowledge  of  the  saving  power  of  Christ,  and  through  regenerated  lives 
be  able  to  withstand  any  sinful  conditions  into  which  they  may  be  brought. 

Together  with  the  pastor-  teachers  we  are  planning  to  keep  first 
things  first  durhig  the  coming  year,  and  to  see  that  the  special  emphasis 
on  education  be  allowed  in  no  way  to  detract  from  the  evangelistic  effort 

In  material  things  there  is  advance.  More  permanent  buildings  are 
replacing  the  old  type.  Daring  the  year  one  burned  brick  church  has  been 
built  and  two  others  planned.  Several  Kimberley  brick  churches  and 
houses  have  also  been  erected  during  the  year. 

There  have  been  a  few  disappointments  among  our  iiastor-teachers, 
but  for  the  most  part  they  have  been  a  loyal  band,  working  under  condi- 
tions often  far  from  favorable,  and  yet  carrying  on  faithfully  to  the  end 
that  their  people  may  be  brought  to  (rod.  Especially  do  I  wish  to  record 
my  gratitude  to  my  two  brother  members  of  Conference,  David  Mandisodza 
and  Samuel  Chieza  for  their  timely  help  and  council  all  through  the  year. 
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REBORT  OF  W.  BOURGAIZE 

Superintendent  of  Mtoko  District 

Bishop  Johnson  and  Fellow- Workers 

If  variety  is  the  suice  of  life.  Missionary  workers  never  lack  syice. 
There  are  seldom  two  working  days  alike.  Monday  may  bring  some 
perplexing  problem  of  a  necessary  ro-adjustment  of  a  teacher.  Tuesday 
may  find  us  confronted  with  the  needs  of  a  village  school,  the  roof  ot 
which  has  been  blown  off,  and  must  needs  be  rebuilt  immediately  belore  the 
heavy  rains  spoil  the  brick  walls.  Wednesday  demands  that  a  sjck  man 
be  succoured  and  brought  in.  On  Thursday  one  may  go  out  to  visit  a 
Headman  who  is  a  little  doubtful  of  the  advisability  of  registering  his 
willingness  for  us  to  establish  a  church  school  in  his  kraal.  Friday  one 
may  wrestle  with  a  pile  of  accumulated  special  gift  letters  and  bills  to 
be  paid.  The  constantly  increasing  correspondence  with  the  Educa^on 
Department  must  be  attended  to  and  sent  off.  Interviews  must  be  held 
with  individuals  who  have  deep  and  vital  needs.  When  the  Sabbath  Day 
comes  services  must  be  held.  Quarterly  Meetings  must  be  held,  and  the 
regular  Quarterly  village  school  visitations  must  be  done. 

Do  you  wonder,  in  the  face  of  all  this  variety,  that  the  cempilation 
of  an  Annual  Report  seems  to  present  the  greatest  problem  of  all. 

As  we  render  the  account  of  our  stewardship  for  1928,  we  must  ask 
that  you  read  between  the  lines  if  you  would  form  a  picture  of  the  work 
accomplished  in  human  lives.  Only  the  Heavenly  Father  can  know  what 
prison  doors  have  been  opened  for  the  souls  of  men  and  women,  what 
encouragement  and  hope  for  the  future  have  been  instille:',  what  ignorance 
dispelled,  and  what  power  and  comfort  have  been  transmitted  from' 
the  Saviour  through  our  workers  to  needy  and  sin  laden  souls,  souls 
bound  by  custom,  chained  by  superstition,  and  blinded  by  ignorance;  yet 
possessing  immortal  souls  for  whom  Christ  died. 

During  the  yea'-,  200  have  been  received  into  the  Church  on  probation; 
and  54  admitted  into  full  membership.  Twenty  eight  out  of  twenty  nine 
stations  now  have  substantial  school  and  church  buildings  of  Kimberly 
brick.  Twelve  of  the  teachers  are  comfortably  housed  in  dwellings  of  the 
same  material.  Collections  totalled  £16S,  and  something  o'/er  £333,  was 
received  during  the  year  from  the  Native  Preacher  Co  of  New  York  City. 
The  schools  earned  Ll'ii.  per  capita  grant,  and  £48  was  granted  by  the 
Lducation  Dopariment  for  the  purchase  of  school  equipment  that  v/as 
sorely  needed. 

A  thirty  foot  well  has  been  sunk  at  Mtoko,  thus  ensuring  a  more  or 
i8ss  certain  supply  of  water 

A  two  weeks  institute  for  the  teachers  was.  held  at  Nyadiri  in 
cc-operation  with  the  Mrcwa  and  the  Nyadiri  Districts.  At  the  conclusion 
of  the  sessions  we  all  felt  that  the  two  v/eeks  thus  spent  together  had 
been  very  profitable  ones  to  all  concerned. 

THREE  VITAL  NEEDS. 

There  are  throe  vi-'jal  pressing  needs  of  which  we  need  to  take 
cojuizanze,  in  the  face  u:  duncminational  compotiticn,  if  vf  are  to  maintain 
tho  firm  b^Id  tbat  we  ;is  a  dsQomiuatioa  now  i^^v^  »»  t^^  Mtoko  district. 
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The  first  urgent  need,  a  need  which  I  have  mentioned  in  previous 
reports,  i)ut  which  I  will  present  again  because  the  need  is  becoming 
increasingly  urgent  for  effective  work,  is  the  need  for  an  increased  numl/cr 
or  teachers  who  have  at  least  passed  Standard  2.  Of  a  total  of  28  teachors 
in  this  district;  twelve  have  never  passed  Standard  1.  They,  the  teachers, 
have  done,  and  ;;re  doing  their  best,  with  their  very  limited  qualifications, 
but  that  is  not  enough  if  we  are  to  build  our  work  on  a  sound  foundation. 
I  will  quote  part  of  the  Government  Inspector's  report  in  regard  to  this 
need;"I  found  much  to  bo  admired  in  these  schools,  and  what  is  lacking 
is  due  chiefly  to  the  lack  of  good  teachers '. 

IT. 

There  is  jti  urgent  need  for  the  strengthening  ot  the  teaching  staff 
at  Mtoko  center.  I  fully  realize  that  there  is  a  vrry  definite  limit  to 
this  objective  owing  to  the  very  close  proximity  ot  the  Mission  to  tho 
whit?  community,  and  because  of  the  anthrax  restrictions  which  surround 
the  mission  property  which  necessarily  limits  the  land  available  for  farming 
purposes.  Nin^ertheles^,  there  is  ample  room  and  an  urgent  need  to 
augment  the  present  teaching  staff,  which  can  be  r.ccomplished  without 
conflicting  with  the  above  mentioned  factors. 

III. 

I  would  like  to  invite  your  attention  to  a  fact,  which  anyone  cogni- 
zant of  the  j^rowth  and  development  which  has  taken  place  of  recent  years 
in  this  district  will  boar  mc  out,  namely,  that  this  Mtoko  district  with 
ever  forty  strong,  largo,  growing  out-stations  is  no  longer  a  one  man 
district.  There  is  an  urgent  need  for  an  additional  missionary;  or  failing 
that,  a  good  native  teacher  of  the  Clifford  Faku  type  to  assist  in  the 
educational  work,  A-  man  of  his  spiritual  calibre  and  educational  quali- 
fications would  be  a  tremendous  asset  to  this  work  in  its  present  crisis. 

Moreover,  there  are  some  of  the  missionaries  who  are  fully  aware  of 
the  desirability,  nay,  the  necessity,  of  occupying  the  whole  of  the  Mtoko 
district  just  as  soon  as  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  if  we  expect  in  the  future 
to  occupy  it  at  all.  To  the  others  I  wo  ild  say  '''  Cur  opportunity  is 
here  and  open  to  us  today;  toniorrcw  it  may  be  gone". 

Finally,  I  desire  to  publicly  er-pess  my  sincere  gratitude  and  thank.s  to 
Him  from  whom  cometh  every  good,  thing.

REPORT  OF  T.  A.  O'FARREL 

Superintendent  of  Nyadiri  District 

The  Conference  year  has  been  considerably  broken  up.  It  was  three 
months  before  I  could  move  to  my  appointment,  and  three  more  before  I 
could  get  my  family  moved.  Moreover  the  new  Government  Education 
Department  is  not  an  unmixed  blessing.  Four  visits  per  year  to  each  of 
thirty  stations  in  addition  to  Quarterly  Meetings  mean  a  good  deal  of 
time  away  from  the  center.  One  just  gets  settled  at  an  important  task 
when  the  call  of  the  Education  Department  sounds,  and  off  one  must  rush 
for  another  week  or  two.  It  often  seems  like  a  kind  of  game  of  gathering 
up  loose  ends  and  then  dropping  them  again.  But  busy  years  are  apt  to 
seem  long  and  full,  and  not  infrequently  they  are  among  the  very  richest 
veaTs.     I  would  ch^iracterizie  the  last  yvar  as  s'uch. 
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Closer  supervision  has  resulted  in  more  efficient  work  in  both  school 
and  church.  Rev.  Titus  Maranke  spent  a  month  with  us  at  Nyadiri, 
giving  some  valuable  assistance  on  the  stations.  In  these  more  frequent 
station  visits  I  have  learned  to  appreciate  more  fully  than  ever  before 
the  problems  of  the  Pastor-teacher.  They  have  been  loyal  and  faithful 
and  patient,  and  it  is  an  honor  to  any  missionary  to  have  the  privilege 
of  working  with  them.  Most  of  them  are  true  yoke  fellows  with  Christ. 
Some  have  very  apparent  short  comings;  but  more  and  more  I  sec  these 
shortcomings  as  curable  ills. 

The  erection  of  better  outstation  churches,  mostly  of  Kimberley  brick, 
goes  on  steadily.  Attention  is  now  being  given  to  providing  better  school 
and  church  equipment.     There  are  great  possibilities  in  this  direction. 

Trying  to  assist  a  Native  Minister  with  his  conference  course  has  been 
a  great  pleasure.  But  it  has  caused  me  to  feel  that  it  is  unfair  to  these 
men  and  unfair  to  the  church  to  expect  them  to  go  thru  heavy  books  in 
a  foreign  language,  either  alone  or  with  the  occasional  help  from  a  busy 
missionary.  Whatever  it  may  cost,  let  us  set  these  men  free  for  two  or 
three  years  in  order  that  they  may  get  the  inspiration  and  light  that 
would  come  from  taking  the  essentials  of  a  Theological  Course  under 
instructors  devoted  to  that  purpose.  A  change  in  emphasis  in  our  educa- 
tion may  mean  the  saving  of  the  church. 

In  conjunction  with  Mrewa  and  Mtoko  Districts  a  vacation  course  was 
planned  and  conducted  at  Nyadiri  in  July.  The  ladies  of  the  Woman's 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  gave  valuable  assistance,  and  the  School 
Inspector  also  spent  a  week  with  us.  The  attendance  was  almost  perfect, 
the  interest  exceptional.  So  far  as  teaching  methods  are  concerned  I  find 
almost  a  new  set  of  schools,  and  both  teachers  and  students  are  delighted 
with  the  results.  But  of  course  we  can  do  little  in  these  short  courses  at 
really  raising  the  standards  of  the  teachers.  One  matter  that  should  bo 
of  vital  interest  to  the  Conference  is  found  in  the  standards  of  the  teachers 
represented  in  the  three  groups.  There  were  4  Std.  five;  9  Std.  four;  16 
Std.  three;  38  Std.  two;  and  21  Std.  one.  In  a  total  of  88  there  are  75  below 
Standard  4.  Merely  to  raise  the  standards  to  4  for  this  number  of  teachers 
would  require  15  a  year  for  a  period  of  five  years.  This  does  not  take  into 
consideration  the  losses  from  various  causes,  and  losses  are  considerable. 
Nor  does  it  take  into  ac  -ount  the  many  more  teachers  that  will  be  needed  if 
we  are  to  go  on  and  develop  the  work  as  we  have  always  planned  to  do. 
While  we  have  much  to  be  thankful  for  because  so  many  strong  Christian 
workers  have  been  developed,  nevertheless  it  seems  as  though  we  need 
to  take  stock  again  of  our  ability  to  meet  this  growing  need. 


Nyadiri  Center. 


As  a  Mission  Center  Nyadiri  has  already  exerted  a  large  influence  for 
good,  and  its  field  for  service  becomes  moro  and  more  apparent.  I  cannot 
let  this  opportunity  pass,  of  paying  a  tribute  to  all  of  the  Nyadiri 
Missionaries  of  the  W.  F.  M.  S.  for  the  exceptional  work  they  have  done  and 
arc  doing.  It  has  been  no  small  acbicvomjnt  for  them  to  erect  one  of  the 
finest  mission  school  buildings  in  the  country  with  only  native  r.'orkmen, 
and  at  the  same  time  to  carry  other  very  heavy  responsibilities.  Their 
whole  hearted  cooperation  in  every  phase  of  the  work  both  at  the  center 
and  on  circuits  haii  be'en  something  to  be  very  thankful  for. 
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A  few  boys  and  men  have  dropped  out  and  more  have  come  in.  On 
the  v/hole  we  have  a  better,  higher  standard,  and  more  earnest  lot.  It  is 
impressed  upon  every  one  that  we  want  only  those  who  are  trying  to 
prepare  for  some  form  of  Christian  work.  The  need  for  higher  standard 
men  all  about  us  is  so  great  that  they  are  able  to  see  abundant  opportunity. 
Where  they  complete  their  training  does  not  matter.  We  are  choosing 
and  trying  to  build  up  material.  Two  Std.  3  men  went  out  as  teachers  last 
year  and  all  in  the  same  class  this  year  have  signified  their  desire  to  do 
likewise. 

We  are  grateful  tor  all  that  others  have  done  before  us.  But  of 
necessity  many  things  had  to  be  done  hurriedly  and  permanence  could  not 
be  aimed  at.  Consequently  there  is  a  real  need  for  some  farm  buildings. 
The  boys'  dormitories  are  also  inadequate. 

There  should  of  course  be  another  man  at  Nyadiri.  We  have  two  good 
native  carpenters  helping  with  building  and  teaching.  But  the  care  of  the 
the  farm  and  the  stock  must  be  ieffc  largely  to  the  boys.  The  responsibility 
is  good  for  them  and  they  are  taking  it  well,  but  the  arrangement  is  not 
what  we  want. 

The  married  people's  location  is  deserving  of  a  great  deal  of  attention. 
Almost  to  a  man  these  men  are  expecting  to  enter  Christian  work.  They 
are  erecting  a  brick  chapei  this  year,  and  we  hope  to  improve  their  ?iomes 
next  year. 

When  school  closed  June  15  one  hundred  girls  went  home  for  the 
holidays.  Quite  a  number  of  these  had  sought  only  temporary  protection 
from  trouble  at  home,  and  did  not  return  the  following  term.  Of  the 
present  number  a  very  large  majority  have  been  in  school  from  one  to  four 
years,  with  no  objection  from  their  parents,  interested  in  school,  and  earnest 
in  their  desire  to  walk  in  the  Light.  An  effort  is  being  made  in  coop- 
eration with  the  pastor-teachers  to  admit  so  far  as  possible  only  the  girls 
of  this  tji^pe. 

The  school  building  has  been  in  use  since  the  first  of  the  year,  and 
although  w^e  are  still  wending  our  way  among  carpenter's  and  painter's 
scaffolds,  we  are  thankful  to  have  the  school  comfortably  housed  in  this 
roomy,  though  plain  building,  which  has  six  classrooms,  an  office  and  large 
central  hall  which  will  seat  600  people. 

This  year  has  seen  the  exodus  of  the  school  from  the  pise  church 
to  the  new  building,  where  to  the  accompaniment  of  many  and  various 
sounds,  our  scholastic  work  has  gone  on.  It  has  been  a  good  year  in  the 
school.  The  teachers  have  worked  faithfully  and  the  people  from  the  two 
vil!ages,as  well  as  the  boys  and  girls  in  the  boarding  department  have  attended 
well  and  shown  an  increasing  interest  in  the  work.  The  pupils  in  the  first 
three  Standards  now  number  forty  two,  which  is  quite  an  increase  over 
last  year.     The  enrollment  during  the  year  reached  two  hundred  and  fifty. 

Despite  handicaps  and  disappointments  the  medical  work  has  continued 
to  go  on  in  about  the  same  way  as  always,  with  weeks  of  rushing  to 
and  fro,  followed  by  dull  times  with  little  to  do.  There  has  been  a 
noticeable  falling  off  in  serious  patients  since  five  came  who  needed  a 
surgeon's  care  and  had  to  be  turned  away.  Two  went  on  to  Salisbury  and 
were  helped  there.  The  others  wont  home  and  two  at  least  have  died. 
There  have  been  several  emergency  trips  into  the  kraal,  and  several 
general  trips  for  looking  up  the  sick  and  doing  a  little  first  aid  in  their 
homfcs. 


During  the  latter  part  of  July  we  had  a  bad  siege  of  "Flue"  which  swept 
thru  the  whole  section.  However  we  are  glad  to  report,  that  only  a  very 
small  number  of  the  many  sick  ones  died. 

We  cannot  show  big  numbers  in  our  report  but  we  feel  that  every  dose 
of  medicine  administered  helps  to  tighten  the  bond  between  us  and  our 
people.  During  the  year  ending  June  31,  we  had  400  In-Patients,  4,222 
day  patients  many  of  whom  returned  many  times,  making  a  total  treat- 
ment list  of  11,495.  This  does  not  include  the  500  or  more  treatments 
given  on  the  kraal  trips. 

The  new  Department  of  Native  Education  has  been  functioning  for 
less  than  a  year.  It  is  too  early  to  appraise  its  work  fully.  But  it  can  at 
least  be  said  that  we  have  never  before  had  such  helpful  inspection. 
There  are  some  things  about  the  new  plan  that  we  could  wish  to  be 
different,  but  it  is  far  too  early  for  us  to  be  discouraged.  The  Department 
is  doubtless  here  to  stay.  The  men  have,  or  are  developing  a  vigorou.s 
plan,  and  there  is  much  good  in  their  work.  If  the  Government  is  to  have 
a  larger  share  in  directing  the  education  of  the  natives,  (and  it  seems  only 
right  that  they  should)  those  Missions  which  cooperate  most  effectively 
will  doubtless  find  the  greater  opportunity  of  serving  the  native  people. 

It  is  very  easy  for  us  to  become  so  absorbed  in  good  works  that  we 
forget  the  best  work  of  all.  If  I  could  call  back  the  last  dozen  years  I 
would  spend  more  time  in  leadiiig  people  to  know  Jesus  Christ  as  a 
Saviour.  Henceforth  I  want  to  do  more  of  it,  and  I  want  to  be  kept 
spiritually  equipped  for  the  task,  li  is  appalling  to  think  how  many  people 
go  thru  our  churches  and  schools  without  ever  getting  a  vital  religious 
experience.  At  Nyadiri  we  have  all  felt  the  need  of  revival,  and  have 
been  praying  for  it.  Vs^hiie  there  was  little  time  to  give  to  this  work, 
everybody  helped.  Group  prayer  meetings  prepared  the  way.  Murashua 
Katsidzlrd  came  in  for  a  week  and  rendered  special  and  effective  service. 
The  people  were  cold  and  the  difficulties  seemed  great,  but  God  was  there 
with  power,  A  good  many  have  been  saved,  and  all  of  us  have  been 
renewed  in  spirit  and  lifted  up.  We  learned  anew  the  meaning  of  those  words 
"My  strength  is  made  perfect  in  weakness."  _We  closed  the  meeting  late, 
the  last  night  before  coming  to  Con  erence.  We  have  faith  to  believe  that 
a  fire  has  been  kindled  that  will  spread  thru  out  the  district 


REPORT  OP  M.  J.  MURPHREE

we  last  met  in  Conference.  Surely  God  has  been  very  gracious  to  the 
Missionaries  and  Native  Workers  of  the  Old  Umtali  and  Rusapi  Districts. 
There  have  been  some  serious  cases  of  sickness,  but  no  deaths.  We  are 
also  grateful  to  the  Missionaries  and  Native  Workers  for  the  fine  spirit  of 
loyalty  and  co-operation  shown  throughout  the  year,  and  who  have  made 
the  achievements  recorded  in  this  report  possible.  Above  all  we  thank  our 
Heavenly  Father  for  His  Grace  and  Po'wer.  for  without  Him  we  can  do 
notlitrfs.

EDUCATIONAL 

Hartzell  Training  School.  Continues  to  function  as  a  Training  School 
for  Native  Leaders,  and  has  bad  a  very  successful  year,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  we  have  been  understaffed.  On  the  departure  of  R.  C.  Gates  in  Janu- 
ary on  furlough,  Miss  Benson  took  charge  of  the  Literary  and  Normal 
Training  Departments,  and  has  done  very  efficient  work.  She  has  had  as 
Assistants  a  most  loyal  and  efficient  corps  of  teachers.  There  are  33 
Students  in  standard  IV,  14  in  standard  V,  and  8  in  standard  VI,  all  of 
whom  are  in  teacher  training  Classes.  Five  of  these  have  regular  teaching 
appointments,  while  the  rest  each  take  their  turn  teaching  in  afternoon  or 
nightschools,  where  there  is  ample  opportunity  for  practice.  There  arc  IZO 
pupils  in  afternoon  practice  school,  and  45  in  the  evening  school.  The 
present  enrollment  of  morning  afternoon,  and  evening  schools  totals  418. 

Fairfield  Girls'  School 
At  Fairfield  Girls'  School    there  has  been  a  steady    increase  in  numbers. 
There  are  now  44  Boarding  Girls  attending  Hartzell  Training  School,  and 
101  are  enrolled  in  standards  one,  two,  and  sub-standard  classes. 

The  Orphanage  is  the  Home  of  21  little  folks,  some  of  whom  are  now 
attending  the  afternoon  school. 

Two  thirds  of  the  new  Dormitories  have  been  completed,  and  the  girls  will 
move  into  them  the  last  of  September.  The  girls  made  100,000  bricks  dur- 
ing the  June-  July  vacation.  These  will  be  used  for  completing  the  new 
Dormitories,  enlarging  the  Dining  Hall,  building  a  permanent  kitchen  for 
the  girls,  and  repairing  some  other  building,s. 

The  Industrial  work  has  progressed  as  usual  in  Agriculture,  Sewing, 
Laundry,  and  Household  work  Classes. 

The  Industrial,  Agriculture,  and  Theological  Departments  of  H.  T.  S, 
have  suffered  as  a  result  of  being  insufficeintly  staffed,  but  at  the 
same  time  much  good  work  has  been  done  in  each  of  these  depnrtments. 

The  Rhodesia  Mission  Press  has  had  only  a  small  portion  of  <i  Missi- 
onary's time,  but  the  Native  Printers  have  carried  on  the  work  in  a  com- 
mendable manner.  One  edition  of  1st  Primer  Chim.niyika.  two  editions  of 
2nd  Primer  Ghimanyika,  one  edition  of  Natural  English  Primer,  two 
editions  of  Zwiyimbo  Zwishoma  have  been  issuinl,  in  iiddition  to  the 
usual  Job  Printing. 

The  Nurses  have  given  35^  t  treatments,  assisted  19  baby  girls  and  21 
baby  boys  to  start  life  in  the  proper  manner,  and  have  given  extensive 
training  in  maternity  work  to  12  Native  girls.  In  addition  to  all  this,  they 
have  found  time  to  give  regular  class  instruction  in  Hygiene  and  First  Aid 
to  standards  II,  III.  IV,  V,  and  VI  in  Hartzr-U  Training  School.  Prayer 
Services  are  held  morning  and  evening  in  the  Dispensary  and  Maternity 
Hostel,  and  the  ministry  to  the  spiritual  neods  of  thos°  who  are  sick 
surpasses  their  ministry  of  healing. 

The  most  encouraging  feature  in  cur  work  at  Old  Unatali  is  found,  not 
in  new  Buildings,  not  in  numbers,'  not  even  in  higher  standard  classes,  but 
in  the  increase  in  the  number  of  those  who  are  dedicating  themselves  for 
Christian  Service.  A  recent  survey  showed  that  out  of  50  men  and  bcya 
from  the  Training  Schoijl,  24  es-psct  to  enter  Mia;>iou  Corvlco  on  the  comple- 
tion of  their  studies. 

Third  Class  SchooU.  There  are  3fi  Third  Class  Scl  ocls  in  these  two  -Dis- 
tricts, with  a  total  enrol  mdnt  of  i'o'il,  or  an  avora^  of  o2  pupils  per  scbool. 


This  shows  an  increase  in  enrollment  of  398  pupils;  131  Missionary  visits 
have  been  made  to  these  schools  since  last  Conference.  These  visits  have 
not  only  resulted  in  an  increase  in  enrollment,  but  also  in  a  better  type  of 
educational  work. 

New  Buildings  have  been  erected  at  Mapara,  Makatekwa,  Mukahanana 
Zinyembe,  Romsiey,  Manyora,  and  Chiduku.  New  Teachers'  houses  o 
Kimberley  brick  have  been  built  at  Ndingi,  Uandanz;  ra,  Mataranyika  and 
Muziti  A  three  roomed  School  Building  is  in  the  course  of  erection  at 
Gandanzara.  This  will  make  5  good  class  rooms  for  this  school,  doing 
away   with  the  necessity  of  using  the  Church  for  school. 

A  very  helpful  Vacation  Course  for  the  teachers  was  conducted  at 
Nyakatsapa,  June  14  -29.  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  valuable 
assistance  rendered  by  the  Misses  Benson,  Hansson  and  Scovill, 
E.  H.  Greeley,  C.  Faku,  and  J.  C.  Chimi)adzwa,  who  gave  most  ot  the  class 
instruction. 

Evangelistic.  It  is  not  so  difficult  to  find  means  of  measuring 
progress  in  certain  fields  of  activity,  but  who  can  measure  the  extent  or  the 
power  of  the  spiritual  forces  that  are  at  work  in  our  midst.  The  Gospel  of 
Christ  has  been  faithfully  proclaimed,  and  it  has  been  the  power  of 
Salvation  to  many:  239  children  and  279  adults  have  been  baptised  during 
the  year,  404  have  been  received  into  the  Church  as  Preparatory  Members, 
3628  are  enrolled  in  the  Sunday  School, s  an  increase  of  1036  on  the  enroU- 
mentof  last  year. 

A  number  of  Revivuls  have  been  held,  but  the  outstanding  event  of  the 
year  was  the  Camp  Meeting  held  near  Gandanzara  hi  Julv.  Since  coming 
to  Airica  I  have  often  thought  that  Camp  Mebtiug:.  after  the  manner  of 
some  which  I  have  attended  in  the  Homeland,  would  be  of  great  power 
and  influence  among  our  people  here.  We  meet  with  the  people  often  in 
Quarterly  Meetings  and  Conferences,  but  there  is  usually  so  much  business 
to  attend  to,  that  there  is  little  time  for  prayer  and  preaching. 
July  seemed  to  be  an  opportune  time  for  calling  ths  Camp  Meeting.  On 
the  first  Sunday  there  were  present  720.  The  numbers  and  interest 
increased  until  on  the  last  day  there  were  1092  present,  representinfr  20 
stations.  This  meeting  resulted,  not  only  in  Spiritual  Blessing  to  those 
who  attended,  but  the  revival  fires  have  been  started  in  practically  all  the 
stations  represented  at  the  Camp.  One  of  our  Native  Ministers  writes  of 
the  Camp  Meeting  in  the  following  words:-  "Another  thing  which  gives  me 
great  joy  to  testify  is  the  Camp  Meeting  at  Gandanzara,  when  the  Holy 
Spirit  of  God  came  with  great  power.  The  work  which  was  done  there  is 
indescribable.  God  alone  can  undersand  the  joy  and  peace  which  came  to 
the  new  born  souls". 

In  this  brief  report  I  have  given  a  number  of  figures-  figures  which 
show  that  sustained  progress  has  been  made,  especially  in  our  Third  Class 
Schools  and  out-station  work.  Last  Conference  we  were  faced  with  a  new 
Order"D".  and  tried  to  meet  its  demands  by  giving  more  attention  to  the 
third  class  Schools.  This  closer  supervision  has  resulted  in  a  remarkable 
increase  in  enrollment  in  the  Day  Schools,  and  an  even  greater  increase  in 
the  enrollment  in  the  Sunday  School,  but  all  of  this  seeming  success  was 
bought  with  a  price,  and  I  am  not  certain  but  that  we  have  made  a  bad 
bargain.  We  all  welcomed  the  new  order  "D",  and  the  increased 
financial  assistance  it  offers,  but  with   the   additional  support   there  has 
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been  a  great  increase  in  the  demands  upon  the  Missionary ,  demands  w  hich  w  ere 
not  unreasonable  from  the  standpoint  of  Secular  Education,  but  in  trying  to 
meet  these  demands,  I  fear  we  have  allowed  some  of  the  higher  calls  to  go 
unheeded.  The  demand  for  a  trained  Ministry  is  greatei  than  ever  before. 
'  The  need  for  the  Gospel  of  Christ  is  still  the  paramount  need  of  the  African 
people.  I  fear  that  in  trying  to  fulfil  the  Government  requirements  for 
Educational  Grants,  we  have,  perhaps  unconsciously,  allowed  some  of  the 
higher  demands  to  be  put  aside.  Bishop  Birney,  in  giving  a  report  of  his  work 
in  China  in  1925  said  "Unless  all  signs  fail,  the  most  difficult  perioid  of 
Christian  work  in  China  lies  just  ahead" 

I  do  not  for  a  moment  think  that  Rhodesia  or  any  part  of  Africa,  will 
be  drawn  into  any  great  Military  conflict  such  as  followed  Bishop  Birney's 
statement,  but  I  firmly  believe  that  we  are  facing  the  most  difficult  period 
of  Christian  work  in  Rhodesia.  I  would  urge  that  immediate  steps  be 
taken  to  provide  a  more  intensive  course  of  training  for  the  Ministry.  The 
hope  of  Africa  is  the  Gospel  of  Christ.  It  is  only  with  the  Native  Ministry 
whose  minds  are  trained  and  whose  souls  are  edued  with  the  Spirit  of  Christ 
that  we  can  hope  to  meet  the  challenge  of  the  future.

REPORT  OF  J.  R.  GATES 
Siqyerintencent  of  Umtali  Disti'ict. 

Bishop  Johnson,  Fellow-Workers: 

Just  as  no  single  act,  and  probably  no  single  set  of  acts,  determine  the 
character  of  an  individual  so  no  event,  or  group  of  events,  determine  the 
actual  state  of  a  Church.  Events,  in  the  aggregate  on  the  Umtali 
District  over  a  period  of  I  ifteen  months,  indicate  that  Vital  Faith,  while 
it  is  far  from  universal,  is  encouragingly  common  among  the  members. 
Hardened  waysides,  shallow  soils  and  thorn  patches  are  forever  found,  yet 
there  is  full  proof  that  the  wonderful  seed  has  been  faithfully  sown  and 
that  a  precious  portion  has  found  good  ground  and  there  has  taken  deep 
and  joyous  root  and  promises  a  harvest  that  is  full  of  hope. 

There  is  every  indication,  however,  that  up  to  the  present  time  by  far 
the  greater  portion  of  the  total  stock  of  Christian  virtues  is  labelled  "Faith" 
as  against  a  disconcertingly  small  stock  of  "  Hope  "  and  "  Love."  This 
should  crowd  our  hearts  with  a  great  concern.  Oh,  that  these  Native 
Followers  of  the  Lord  of  Lazarus  might  be  caught  in  the  flames  of  His 
restless  love  for  God's  Greater  Galilee  until  their  very  souls  would  burn 
out  within  them  except  that  they  thrust  the  burning  into  the  farthest  and 
deepest  undergrowth  of  heathen  darkness.  They  BELIEVE  with  a  simple, 
beautiful  faith  that  God  loves  them,  but  that  God  reciuires  them  to  "so 
love  "  beyond  the  bounds  of  the  family  fire  and  out  into  the  far  reaches  of 
the  beyond  of  trackless  tribes  they  seem  neither  to  have  learned  nor  to 
care  to  learn.     Their  Parish  is  not  yet  the  Pagan  World. 

So  far  as  it  is  possible  to  get  a  true  inventory,  our  stock  as  a  whole  is 
somewhat  larger,  and  the  quality  all  round  is  a  grade  or  more  better  and 
there  have  been  fewer  losses.  We  still  lack  developing  processes  and 
conserving  methods.  The  Might  and  the  Power  and  the  Wisdom  and  the 
Lbvfe  ar6  available  if  we  can  only  koow  how  to  uso  tteni. 
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The  CHURCH  is  the  Sovereign  Institution  l:iy  which  and  thru  Avhich 
vfe  must  work  the  works  of  Him  that  sent  us.  This  ever  expanding  Body 
of  Christ  must  ever  bear  the  Cross-marks  that  are  the  only  unerring  guide 
to  a  lost  and  confused  World.  We  are  in  danger  thru  the  lure  of  large, 
subsidy  and  prattling  prestige  to  make  this  Blood-bought  Institution  a 
clinic,  pure  and  simple,  for  the  rehabilitation  of  mental  degenerates  which 
ultimately  will  topple  the  whole  super-structure  into  the  abyss  of  moral 
failure.  Thank  God  thru  Jesus  Christ  my  Lord  all  the  demons  of  darkness 
cannot  even  jar  the  One  E'oundation.  The  Church  must  build  the  whole 
man  or  no  man  at  all.  Our  record-book  gains  ore  paltry  to  what  they 
might  oe,  and  our  losses  in  many  instances  are  appalling  to  what  they 
should  have  been.  Much  of  this  is  due  to  a  lack  of  Love-laden  passion  for 
rescue  and  complete  restoration  of  souls.  Much  also  to  the  lack  of  know- 
ledge of  how  to  conduct  a  Church.  Pastor-Teachers  and  Charch  officers 
are  afflicted  alike  with  this  impediment.  As  a  Mission  we  stress  Literary 
and  Normal  Training.  But  not  too  much  unless  we  do  it  to  the  exclusion 
of  a  reliable  Training  in  the  cardinal  principles  and  essential  methods 
thru  which  the  Gospel  Power  of  God  must  be  used  in  intensive  and  ex- 
tensive work  of  His  Great  Kingdom.  Short  Term  Schools  and  even 
Quarterly  Conferences  may  be  made  effective  training  periods  with  wonder- 
ful transforming  results,  but  they  cannot  possibly  answer  the  full  purpose 
of  Training  and  save  the  future  from  unrelieved  struggle.  The  FIRST 
great  call  of  this  Field  to-day  is  for  an  Institution  that  is  equipped  and  staff- 
ed to  give  comprehensive  training  in  the  total  functioning  process  of  the 
Church  of  the  Living  Lord.  The  call  itself  is  conclusive  and  compelling, 
but  there  is  still  another  factor  on  our  horizon:  in  the  no  distant  future 
the  Government  of  t.his  Colony  will  vest  itself  with  exclusive  Educational 
rights,  at  least  to  the  exclusion  of  Grants  in  aid  of  Church  schools,  and  we 
will  find  ourselves  deprived  of  doing  the  only  kind  of  work  that  we  know 
well  how  to  do.  This  very  Conference  is  not  a  minute  too  early  to  make 
some  definite  move  to  establish  our  Church-going  way. 

On  some  circuits  the  Class-meeting  is  really  coming  to  its  own  great 
place  as  a  builder  and  repairer  of  the  waste  places  of  human  lives.  Record 
books  are  kept  by  the  Leader,  reviewed  by  the  Leaders'  and  Stewards' 
Meeting  and  examined  by  a  Quarterly  Conference  Committee,  and  the  full 
state  of  each  Class  reported  to  the  Q.  C.  A  circuit  secretary  of  class  record 
bouks  is  also  appointed. 

One  of  the  greatest  channels  of  dinamics  for  Church  work  lies  broken 
and  obstructed.  The  Woman's  soul  is  the  very  chariot  of  beauty  and  the 
finer  attributes  of  God's  own  Soul.  And  the  World  has  yet  to  learn  of  the 
fulness  of  her  precious  cargo.  Certainly  Christ-possessed  Womanhood  is 
one  of  the  most  powerful  assets  of  the  Church.  A  woman  was  the  sole 
custodian  of  God's  own  Holy  Son,  and  that  Woman  was  true  to  her  trust 
and  gave  to  the  world  her  full  portion  of  an  unmarred  Redeemer.  But  this 
power  must  be  given  effective  means  of  expression.  Some  suitable  and 
simple  organization  should  be  worked  out  so  that  the  Soul  of  mothers  may 
give  concerted  expression  to  its  God-given  power.  A  start  has  been  made 
on  some  circuits,  but  as  yet  it  is  merely  a  groaping  to  lay  hold  upon  that 
forwhich  they  were  laid  hold  upon  by  Christ  Jesus 

Over .  Thirty  Pastor-Teachers  studied  and  passed  their  First-Year 
Local  Preacher's  course.  This  was  done  at  a  combined  Short-term  School 
for  Teachers  and  Pastors. 

At  this  stage  of  our  work  the  District  Conference  may  hf  made  of 
great  value  in  ways  Executive,  Educational,  Judicial  and  Inspirational.  On 
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Conference  always  teaches  a  true  observer  how  to  make  the  next  one 
better.  Our  District  Conference  was  held  at  Mutambara  August  9th.  10th. 
and  11th.    Its  voice  will  doubtless  be  heard  at  this  Conference. 

A  hundred  or  more  clear-cut  conversions  have  filled  our  ranks  with  joy 
over  sinners  saved,  and  many  re-claimed  ones  in  the  last  six  months,  three 
of  whom  have  been  re-c. aimed  to  the  work,  floods  that  joy  to  overflowing 
measure.  God's  arm  is  verily  not  shortened  that  He  cannot  save,  nor 
does  He  keep  His  anger  forever 

If  there  is  one  country  in  the  world  where  the  Sunday  School  mounts 
superlative  summits  in  potential  powers  of  light  and  worth,  that  country  is 
Africa,  Yet  our  Sunday  School  is  robbed  and  beaten  and  left  half  dead  and 
all  we  do  is  to  pass  by  on  the  other  side.  The  Mission  is  a  "  Priest"  and 
the  Church  is  a  "Levite"  where  can  we  look,  for  a  "  Good  Samaritan?" 
Our  Sunday  School  is  a  place  pre-eminentily  where  we  can  distribute  our 
wares  on  the  printed  page,  while  we  have  over  twenty  completed  MSS 
dust-co veered  and  even  mouldy.  And  more  than  that  the  Manager  of  our 
Central  Mission  Press  at  Johannesburg  offers  to  print  any  and  every  book 
we  want  on  terms  that  make  any  slackness  on  our  part  either  crimnal  or 
an  act  of  insane  violence  against  the  famishing  multitudes  of  this  Flock  of 
His  Eternal  Fold.  I  fear  we  have  been  caught  at  least  in  the  outer  folds 
of  the  whirl-wind  of  materialism  that  threatens  this  another  age  with 
crashing  calamity.  Would  that  we  might  be  swept  irresistably  into  a 
spout  of  the  mighty  outpouring  of  the  Spirit  of  God  where  even  money 
would  be  reduced  to  its  own  inferior  place  among  the  minor  matters  of 
life. 

There  seems  on  the  part  of  the  Church  to  be  an  appreciable  growth  in 
the  power  of  self-determination.  Indeed,  on  some  circuits  it  is  highly 
creative  of  hopefulness  and  heart-happiness.  But  the  power  of  self-sup- 
port and  self-expansion  are  as  latent  as  the  last  rose  of  Summer.  The 
whole  situation  needs  re-search  effort.  The  invariable  results  of  certain 
efforts  thus  far  have  led  to  but  two  clear  conclusions  :  They  seem  never 
to  have  heard  the  Lifefilled  words  of  Christ"  Rise,  take  up  thy  bed  and 
walk";  and  their  hearts  never  to  have  been  incinerated  by  His  i)urning 
injunction.  "  Go  ye  into  all  the  world  of  tribes  ".  Well  might  some  com- 
mittee spend  a  vveek  or  even  a  month  in  working  out  some  progressive 
plan  of  self-support  that  would  put  these  people  squarely  under  the  burden 
of  their  own  existance  and  the  responsibility  of  the  great  commission,  and 
g3t  the  heart  of  the  whole  Caurch  steeped  in  the  surging  Spirit  of  those 
two  great  commands.  The  situation  is  too  complicated  to  admit  of  an 
automatic  solution,  and  too  complicated  to  admit  of  safe  delay  in  applying 
corrective  measures  by  those  who  are  responsible  for  such  measures. 

Slowly  but  certainly  the  Church  officers  are  being  brought  into  the 
first  course  of  helpful  training.  This  group  consists  of  a  hundred  and 
fifty  men  and  women  most  of  whom  are  earnestly  trying  to  prepare  them- 
selves for  the  highest  possible  service  to  Christ  and  His  Church.  At  all 
Stations  they  have  their  weekly  Leaders'  and  Stewards'  meeting,  the  last 
hour  of  which  is  devoted  to  study. 

Thirty  five  native  men,  thirty  native  women,  four  native  girls  and  six 
missionaries  constitute  our  working  staff  on  the  three  circuits.  Probably 
to  every  one  of  us  might  come  the  charge  mistakes  and  failures,  but  high 
above  all  those  there  is  due  to  nearly  every  one  words  of  highest  com- 
mendation and  praise  for  unstinted  measurers  of  self-giving  in  earnest 
int9rGes3ion>  in  toil  and  in  sacrifics.  Indeed  the  high  percentage  of  such 
self-giving  axwlb  anything  I  haw  s>e«D  in  n^^rly  twenty  t'Wo  ye^rs  6't 
fairly  close  ob's^n'^'tio^. 
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The  Europctin  work  has  suffered  reverses  during  the  past  eight  or  ten 
months.  This  registers  noth  ng  unusual  in  its  long  history  of  ebbs  and 
flows.  The  outlook  is  still  most  hopeful,  but  it  is  certain  that  if  we  really 
wish  codo  the  will  of  God,  and  seak  to  accomplish  His  plan,  we  must  either 
change  our  position  there  and  make  more  adequate  ministerial  provision  for 
the  work"  or  definitely  appr.iach  the  Wesleyans  with  some  liberal  proposal 
of  a  transfe.'.  Mr.  Noble,  with  his  wife,  spent  a  week-end  with  us  at  Saint 
Andrew's  and  gave  very  happy  and  helpful  ministration. 

This  report  is  not  designed  to  cover  the  excellent  work  that  has  been 
done  both  in  the  work  of  Education  and  the  work  of  Healing.  The  whole 
body  or  Christian  endeavor  that  has  been  extended  io  every  human  need 
has  yielded  results  that  should  satisfy  the  Home-Church  in  its  investments 
and  give  eternal  worth  to  the  infant  Church  of  an  infant  race,  This  still 
unmortere-1  Chirch  that  knows  nothing  of  spires  and  still  knows  little  of 
anything  but  the  Corner  Stone. 


Report  of  H.  E.  Taylor 
Mitam'xira  Mi^isiou.    B.  F.  M.  &•    W.  F.    \I.  S. 


Bishop  and  Fellow  Workers  : 

We  take  pleasure  in  reporting  another  conference  year  of  successful 
as  well  as,  sometimes,  discouraging  service  in  His  Name.  Thinking  back 
over  the  year  we  are  inclined  mostly  to  recall  the  pleasing  and  encour- 
aging experiences.  The  darker  side,  we  remind  ourselves,  may  be  re- 
membered for  the  le^soas  o;  fdith  aad  renevveJ  effort  that  it  has  taught. 

The  new  wa'er.jower  grinding  plaat  has  beea  in  operation  for  nearly 
a  year.  It  is  evidently  meeting  a  real  need,  not  only  of  oarselves  bat  of 
our  neighbors  both  black  and  white  from  mles  around.  We  have  ground 
about  2,200  sacks  of  maize  and  wheat  during  the  year. 

The  12,000  foot  furrow,  24'  x  40'  corrugated  iron  mill  house,  16' 
overshot  water  wheel,  pulleys,  belts,  shafts,  mill,  cement,  and  labor, 
cost  about  four  handred  and  fifty  pounds.  Thanks  to  generous  gifts  and 
other  assistance  we  were  able  to  complete  the  plant  without  debts  and 
are  now  receiving  a  good  income  from  it,  as  well  as  having  the  great 
convenience  of  grinding  our  meal  by  power. 

We  hope  next  to  install  a  hydraulic  ram  equipment  to  provide  water 
for  domestic  supply  to  the  mission  residence  of  the  B.  F.  M.  and  to  the 
boys'  dormitories. 

A  large  pit  silo  filled  with  maize  silage  cut  by  water  power  is 
meeting  a  great  need.  A  new  milking  shed  is  erected  adjacent  to  the  silo 
for  the  sake  of  convenience  in  feeding  as  well  as  for  closer  supervision. 
Pig  pens  were  built  near  for  the  same  reason.  Feeding  of  pigs  and  cows 
and  any  thin  stock  is  greatly  improved  by  the  increased  supply  of  maize 
bran  and  from  a  crop  of  over  10,000  pig  melons,  as  well  as  b,  the  use  of 
silage.  We  b'ave^onte  nice  maize,  but  a  rather  poor  yield  of  240  bags 
tlaii*  season. 
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One  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land  are  plowed,  and  we  hope  to  plant 
one  fourth  of  it  to  velvet  beans  for  plowing  in  to  begin  a  four  year 
crop  rotation  system. 

There  are  about  sixteen  and  one  half  miles  of  barbed  wire  fencing 
in  use,  built  both  by  ourselves  and  neighbors.  The  large  paddock  of 
1,800  acres  needs  two  cross  fences  to  separate  it  into  three  parts.  The 
extra  three,  miles  of  fencing  would  permit  better  management  of  the 
B.  F.  M.  herd  both  as  regards  grazing  and  collecting  the  herd  for  dipping. 

The  loss  of  the  thatched  office,  storeroom,  and  shop  buildhigs  was 
very  discouraging,  and  has  caused  rather  considerable  inconvenience.  Many 
sorts  of  mission  property  and  supplies  worth  about  two  hundred  pounds, 
and  missionary  personal  property  to  the  amount  of  about  seventy  pounds, 
was  burned.  The  buildings  will  soon  bo  put  in  repair  again  with  corrugat- 
ed iron  roofs. 

Consistent  progress  is  being  made  in  our  co-educational  school, 
thanks  to  the  pleasing  co-operation  of  missionaries  and  an  excellent 
staff  of  native  teachers.  The  daily  attendance  is  about  317.  159  are 
boarding  pupils  and  158  day  pupils.  132  attend  the  more  advanced  marning 
school  with  Mrs.  Taylor  as  principal,  and  185  attend  the  afternoon  school 
with  Miss  Woodruflf.as  principal. 

When  the  new  tuition  plan  went  into  effect  with  respect  to  boys 
already  in  the  boarding  department,  25  of  the  65  boys  left,  who  had  been 
in  school  three  or  more  years.  The  number  is  now  up  to  59  since  the 
beginning  of  the  year. 

Mutambara  Girls'  School,  with  Miss  Tubbs  in  charge,  now  has  enroll- 
ment of  125  boarders.  Twenty  of  them  have  joined  the  church  as  full 
members  during  the  year,  and  others  have  come  in  as  probationers.  This 
we  feel  is  the  most  lasting  and  worthwhile  part  of  the  year's  worlj^  The  \ 
girls'  boarding  department  has  accomplished  some  things  i  i  a  temporal' 
way,  such  as  :  making  bricks  for  a  dining  room  to  be  built  next  year,  clear- 
ing more  land  and  campus,  doing  considerable  repair  on  the  buildings,  and 
keeping  up  the  farm  work. 

In  February  Miss  McMann  and  Miss  King  left  for  furlough,  and  Mis 
Clark  was  transferred  here.  The  work  was  redivided,  and  Miss  Woodruf 
took  charge  of  the  afternoon  school  which  has  now  grown  to  a  daily 
attendance  of  185. 

It  is  interesting  as  well  as  encouraging  to  watch  heathen 
prejudice  and  superstition  being  supplanted  by.  our  God,  thru  medical 
treatment.  This  past  year  King  Mutambara  and  his  family  have  either 
sent  to  us  for  help,  or  have  come  to  stay  in  the  dispensary  when  necessary. 
Eleven  cases  have  been  sent  to  the  Umtali  hospital  for  treatment  which 
could  not  be  given  here.  One  elderly  woman  was  here  for  a  month  and 
then  asked  to  go.  She  is  still  in  the  hospital  in  Umtali.  This  indeed  is  a 
great  step.  9,558  out-patient  treatments  have  been  given  here.  This  does 
not  include  the  work  done  by  pastor-teachers  who  received  drugs  from  us. 
257  patients  have  been  cared  for  in  the  dispensary,  seven  of  which  were 
rra&tgrnity.  Fouj  mat&ruity  cases  were  cared  for  in  the  kraals.  Next  year 
we  shall  hav^  such  cases  in  our  rfew  twa-rocrm  brJck  building  where  thtry 


f, 
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will  be  away  from  all  other  sickness. 

We  are  glad  to  be  of  service  to  our  'white  neighbors  as  well.  One 
woman  was  here  three  weeks  and  two  mothers  were  cared  for  at  their 
homes.  Fever  cases,  vaccination,  and  many  other  needs  have  been  met. 
One  boy  was  helped  who  had  been  shot  in  the  arm.  And  so  we  push  on 
from  day  to  day  serving  our  neighbors  both  black  and  white  as  best  we  can, 
trying  to  be  "  The  House  by  the  side  of  the  Road."  to  all  who  pass  our  way. 

The  Sunday  attendance  at  Mutambara  is  about  275,  all  the  church  will 
comfortably  hold.  There  have  been  numerous  altar  responses  and  some 
conversions  at  the  services. 

There  has  been  a  voluntary  evening  prayer  service  for  some  time 
among  the  girls.  This  was  started  at  the  suggestion  of  girls  who  felt  tha 
need  of  a  quiet  place  for  prayer.  It  has  been  very  helpful,  and  has  result 
ed  in  a  number  of  conversions. 

The  wabvui,  our  student  volunteers,  now  numbering  64,  has  done  its 

work  more  effectively  and  widely    than    ever  under  the  guidance  of  Miss 

Tubbs,  Reginald  Ngonyaiiia,  and  Joseph  Nyamurowa.     The  active  service 

of  the  wabvui  is  that  of  holding   services  at  points  far    and   near  and  of 

.  doing  personal  work  where  ever  and  whenever  the  opportunity  offers. 

The  old  native  peoples'  class  meeting  under  Mrs.  Taylor  and  Gone 
has  been  very  interesting.  It  has  resulted  in  at  least  one  conversion 
during  the  year,  and  the  increased  interest  seems  to  indicate  that  more 
conversions  may  be  near. 

The  weekly  meeting  of  Christian  wives  under  Mrs.  Taylor  is  gradually 
increasing    in   effectiveness.     The   average    attendance    is  about   15.     The 
^-       alternate  meetings  are  devoted  to   prayer  and  devotions,  and  the   other 
5  meetings  to  se.ving  and  other  activities.     Resulting  from  the  latter  meet- 

ings they  have  collected  some  money,  part  of  which  was  used  to  purchase 
lime  with  which  the  church  was  whitewashed.  Other  money  is  accumulat- 
ing to  be  used  to  buy  lumber  for  church  benches. 

Probably  largely  due  to  the  plan  of  sending  out  preaching  groups  to 
,         points    as  far  as   20   miles  away,  there  are  more  urgent  calls  for  pastor- 
U       teachers,  especially  in  the  Reserve.    We  have  opened  three  schools  there 
within  the  last  year. 

The  new  Government  Rregulations  with  regard  to  school  visitation  and 
the  grants  to  be  earned,  have  entailed  new  duties  for  some  of  us.  It  is  a 
very  worthwhile  work  both  as  regards  the  increased  income  to  the  mission 
resulting,  but  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  there  will  be  noticed  an  increasing 
effectiviness  of  the  kraal  schools  as  factors  in  the  life,  not  only  of  the  pupils 
attending  school  but  regarding  the  people  at  large.  Miss  Clark  is  visiting 
five  schools,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Taylor  fifteen. 
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(a;     REPORT  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES  AND  BOARDS 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  Rhodesia  has  a  definite  call  to  grati- 
tude and  praise  that  the  Lord  of  Hosts  is  with  us  and  has  led  us  to 
successes  which  exceed  the  reverses  As  a  body,  we  have  grown  in 
number.  In  efficiency  of  organization  and  in  spiritual  power,  we  stand 
above  any  previous  level. 

Some  circuits  excel  in  one  thing,  some  in  another.  Regardless  of 
lack  of  progress  in  some  instances,  more  and  more  we  are  growing  into  the 
form  and  comeliness  of  a  real  Church.  Pastors  are  growing  in  the 
knowledge  of  the  work  of  the  ministry;  church  officers  are  becoming  office 
bearers  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name.  The  voice  of  hundre  is  of  new-born 
children  of  God  gladden  the  whole  household  of  the  Father.  Revival  fires 
have  broken  out  at  several  different  points.  There  are  signs  of  increased 
power  in  prayer.  Good  works  are  ever  increasing  in  volume  and  in  worth. 
There  is  an  increase  in  contributions  of  labor  and  money. 

Many  things  are  still  left  to  be  desired:  A  truer  sense  of  strength  and 
maturity.  A  sense  of  wider  responsibilitv  and  a  greater  devotion  to 
the  cause  of  God's  world-Klngdoin.  Stewardship  should  ne  developed  more 
definitely  on  the  lines  of  proportionate  giviag.  Some  way  should  be  found 
to  overcome  the  social  evils  that  weaken  the  spirtnal  life.  The  native 
leadership  should  be  so  trained  that  the  fruits  of  evangelistic  efforts  should 
be  conserved 

We  recommend  that  there  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Chrisitian 
Natives  known  as  the  Annual  Native  Convention  of  the  Metholist  Epis- 
copal Church  with  the  following  constitution: 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  known  as  the  Native  Convention  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

The  Convention  shall  determine  its  own  place  of  meeting,  year  by  year. 

The  time  of  meeting  shall  be  during  the  School  vacation  next  preceding 
the  date  of  the  annual  Mission  Conference. 

The  officers  of  the  Convention  shall  be  President,  Vice  President 
Secretary  and  Treasurer, 

The  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Convention  in  session  and 
elected  by  the  annual  Mission  Conference. 

There  shall  be  a  committee  on  Agenda.  AH  subjects  to  be  discussed  at 
the  Convention  must  be  submitted  to  this  committee,  and  if  possible,  at 
least  one  month  before  ihe  Conveation  sits. 

Membership:  All  Full  Members  and  Probationers  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  are  eligible  to  membership  in  the  Convention. 

A  true  record  of  all  proceedings  shall  be  kept  by  the  Secretary  and 
reported  to  the  Annual  Mission  Conference. 

At  least  two  missionaries  shall  be  elected  by  the  Mission  Conference 
as  Advisory  Members. 

We  recommend  an  organization  at  each  station  of  the  women  to  be 
known  as  Rukwadzano  rhwe  Wakadzi.  We  request  the  Women's  Cotj- 
feret>c«  to  subortt  li  pfet^  of  organizatiou^ 
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We  recommend  that,  as  far  as  possible,  our  native  ministers  be  used  in 
pastoral  work  rather   than  in   educational  work 

We  resoramcnd  that  each  circuit  haviii;?  a  native  minister  be  expected 
to  supply  his  home  with  furniture. 

We  reconiiuend  t'lat  each  district  conduct  a  campaign  for  recruits  for 
our  work  on  the  following  lines: 

1,  Special  meetings  for  young    men  at  each  Quarterly  Meeting. 

2.  Eaiploying  tempora  ry  teachers  looking  toward  their  entering  the 
work. 

We  recommend  that  each  District  allow  three  weeks  or  a  month  for 
Conference  members  and  probationers  to  pursue  their  Conference  Course  of 
study. 

We  recommend  that  every  candidate  for  Full  Membership  shall  own  a 
Testament,  Hymn  Book    and  Cat*  chism. 

We  recommend  tha'  there  be  a  for.u  /or  publicly  receiving  be^anners 
and  suggest  the  following: 

Candidates  shall  be  called  to  the  front.    The  pastor  shall  say: 

1.  The  way  of  God  is  revealed  only  to  those  who  truly  turn  away  from 
the  world  and  seek  Him  with  all  their  hearts.  Such  persons  have  the  promise 
that  they  shall  find  Him. 

2.  Are  you  determined  to  search  for  God  with  all  your  mind,  might  and 
heart,  and  not  to  turn  back  until  you  have  found  Him? 

3.  Will  you  attend  your  class  meeting,  the  Sunday  School  and  Church 
services  regularly  and  devoutly? 

4.  Will  you  contribute  of  your  labor,  strength  and  money  to  the  work 
of  the  church''' 

5.  Will  you  cheerfully  obey  the  rules  of  the  church  and  the  authority  of 
pastor-Teachers  and  Stewards? 


Resolutions 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  welcome  Bishop  Johnson  back  with  ua  for  another 
quadrennium,  and  we  greatly  appreciate  the  high  spiritual  plane  upon 
which  the  conference  sessions  have  been  conducted. 

One  could  name  many  splendid,  manly  qualities  in  describing  the 
character  and  worth  of  Bishop  Joseph  Crane  Hartzell,  but  there  are  some 
outstanding  ones  which  tell  of  how  he  prevailed  with  God.  The  untiring 
service  of  hands  and  head  and  heart  was  a  marvel  to  all  who  knew  him. 
His  statesmanship  was  that  of  a  great  seer.  He  saw  the  way  of  true 
relationships,  of  both  high  and  low,  and  of  the  whole  human  race  to  God. 
And  how  he  worked  to  establish  such  relationships.  His  faith  was  of  the 
kind  that  verily  removed  mountains.  His  hope  soared  with  his  ascending 
Lord  until  it  saw  Him  crowned  King  of  Kings.  But  as  was  true  of  Paul 
the  greatest  characteristics  was  love.  Love  was  the  base  and  crowii  of 
th '  o  raraid  of  h^s  life.

REPORT  of  the  MEDICAL  COMMITEE 

We  recommend  the  following:- 

1.  That  where  there  are  MeJical  centers  the  Medical  training  of 
students  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  work;  also  that  special  efforts  be 
made  to  secure  promising  candidates. 

2.  That  we  continue  to  train  as  many  boys  and  girls  as  we  can  in 
simple  Medical  work  regardless  of  the  Standard  set  by  the  Government 
for  the  drawing  of  grants. 

3.  That  Bishop  Johnson  investigates  the  possibility  of  securing  a  doctor 
in  South  Africa  or  England  to  till  the  vacancy. 

4.  That  the  question  of  kraal  Medical  work  be  left  to  the  decision  of  the 
Medical  unit. 

5.  That  we  agree  to  a  principal  of  fees  for  medicines  and  services  given 
the  native  people;  also  that  there  be  a  report  next  Conference  as  to  the 
scale  worked  out  to  meet  the  individual  unit. 

6.  That  we  endorse  the  policy  adopted  by  the  Central  Mission 
Conference  for  the  work  of  Africa. 

7.  That  the  Finance  Comnitbee  consider  the  possibility  of  a  new 
dispensary  building  at  Old  Umtali.

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BOARD  OF  HOME  MISSION'S  and  CHURCH  EXTENSION 

We  recommend  that  a  special  collection  be  taken  once  a  year,  pre- 
ferably at  Christmas,  for  the  work  of  Home  Missions, 

We  recommend  that  all  receipts  and  expenditures  of  Designated  Gifts 
raised  on  the  field,  be  reported  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Board. 

We  recommend  that  a  program  of  Education  on  the  work  of  Home 
Missions  be  carried  on  in  connection  with  Quarterly  Meetings,  Vacation 
Courses,  and  District  Conferences. 

We  recommend  that  separate  Cardboard  Forms  for  full  Members, 
Probationers,  and  Beginners,  with  visitors,  be  posted  on  view  at  all  stations 
Forms  to  contain  names  and  information  in  tabulated  order  regarding 
Gifts,  and  as  to  whether  they  are  Tithers. 

We  recommend  that  all  Tithes  be  designated  if  the  donors  so  request. 

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

We  recommend  that:- 

1.  No  pupil  shall  be  admitted  at  Harzell  Training  School  who  cannot 
classify  in  Standard  11. 

2.  In  order  that  we  shall  be  able,  as  quickly  as  possible,  to  replace 
our  low  standard  teachers  with  better  trained  men,  we  recommend,  as  a 
temporary  measure,  that  an  effort  be  made  to  find  and  bring  in  to  our 
Central  Stations  as  many  suitable  higher  standard  men  as  possible,  who 
are  willing  to  enter  the  work  as  pastor-teachers;  that  they  be  given  a 
term  of  intensive  training,  without  tuition,  and  they  then  be  made  ava- 
ilable for  the  work. 

3.  We  recommend  that  where  possible  a  station  School  Board  consisting 
of  three  members  chosen  by  the  School  Patrons,  and  endorsed  by  the 
Quarterly  Meeting,  be  elected  at  the  first  Missionary  visit  after  the  An- 
nual Conference,  if  they  have  not  already  been  elected.  The  duties  of 
such  Body  shall  be  to  maintain  attendance,  care  for  school  properties, 
see  that  a  school  garden  is  planted,  the  products  harvested  and  sold,  and 
other  duties  directly  pertaining  to  the  school.  This  Board  is  to  have 
authority  to  require  the  co-operation  of  the  Patrons  in  performing  their 
duties. 

4.  We  recommend  that  a  Board  of  Education  be  constituted  according 
to  Discipline. 

5.  We  recomnipnd  that  a  Student  Aid  plan  of  tuition  for  those  students 
who  will  enter  religious  work  be  worked  out  by  the  afore-mentioned  Board 
of  Education. 

6.  We  recommend  that  the  Vacation  Course  for  our  pastor-teachers 
be  held  for  three  or  four  weeks  in  February. 

7.  We  recommend  that  the  District  Superintendents  be  the  Body  to 
distribute  teachers,  and  that  each  District  Superintendent  be  notified  of 
each  teacher  available  from  each  center,  and  any  other  pastor-teacher  from 
any  other  sources  be  reported. 

8.  We  recomment  that  the  Bible  Department  of  Hartzell  Training 
School  incorporate  in  its  course  of  study  a  Course  whereby  the  pastor- 
Teachers  may  be  enrolled  in  the  Theological  Course  only,  if  they  so  desire. 
Such  Course  shall  be  approved  by  Conference. 

The  Membership  of  the  Committee  for  reviewing  the  Course  shall 
be  those  composing  tho  Boarid  of  Exnrniirers.

In  the  midst  of  our  recent  annual  Mission  Conference  wo  received  the 
sad  news  of  the  death  of  Bishop  J.  C.  Hartzeli,  who  more  than  any  other 
started  the  work  of  the  Methodist  Church  here  in  Rhodesia. 

Thru  his  acquaintance  with  the  late  Cecil  Rhodes,  the  Church  was 
presented  with  the  site  for  the  present  great  work  at  Old  Umtali,  which  has 
since  spread  South  and  West  and  North,  largely  thru  his  efforts  in  America 
among  those  who  desired  to  help  uplift  Africa.  For  20  years  Bishop 
Hartzeli  labored  in  Europe  and  America  and  Africa  for  the  native  African, 
and  after  his  retirement  from  active  life  in  1916  he  still  accomplished 
much.  His  work  was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Church  in  America.  In 
1926  a  Memorial  ChequQ  was  presented  to  him  on  his  84th  Birthday

tfmtali,  and  his  name  given  to  the  school  already  established,  hereafter  to 
be  known  as  Hartzell  Training  Institute. 

We  look  with  surprise  and  thanks  to  God  when  we  see  how  the  work 
has  grown  in  these  thirty  years;  from  nothing  but  a  few  dismantled 
buildings  and  a  large  tract  of  unimproved  land  to  a  score  of  buildings  with 
water  and  electric  power,  and  hundreds  of  day  schools  and  churches  with 
native  postor  teachers  for  each  one,  and  over  30  Missionaries  who  are 
preachers,  teachers,  nurses,  and  lay  workers,  and  a  Training  School  for 
both  nativ^e  men  and  women  as  Christian  Workers.  Few  men  live  to 
see  the  result  of  their  labors  as  did  Bishop  J.  C.  Hartzell,  whose  name  we 
love  to  honor,  and  whose  zeal  we  all  emulate,  and  whose  memory  shall 
ever   be    green   in  the  annals   of  the  Church  in  Southern   Rhodesia. 

May  the  Lord  help  us  who  are  still  permitted  to  carry  on  and 
strengthen  the  work,  be  faithful  to  the  ideals  and  beginnings  which  he 
established  sothat;- 

The  tears  of  the  Sower 

And  the  joys  of  the  Reapers 

May  mingle  together 

In  joy  by  and  by. 

A  Memorial  Service  was  conducted  by  Bishop  E.  S.  Johnson  at  Old 
Umtali  Sunday  Morning  September  16  in  memory  of  him  and  the  great 
work  he  did  for  Africa.
